Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of reasons of record. (I) Applicant argues that 
the final rejection is premature. The final office action (paper no. 20060720) is not premature because it is the same as the rejection set 
forth in the non-final action (paper no. 0207). (2) Applicant argues that Irie-Parent application fails to disclose or support paragraph no. 
[0099] of the Irie-CIP application. The final office action (paper no. 20060720) does not rely on paragraph no. [0099] of the Irie-CIP 
application. Furthermore, both Irie-CIP and Irie-Parent applications teach adjusting the reticle with pattern elements (first reticle with 
mark elements in the X-direction) by rotating the first reticle inorder to align the first reticle in the Z-direction prior to the first exposure, 
and after the first exposure, sequentially adjusting by rotational means the other reticle with pattern elements (second reticle with mark 
elements in the Y-direction) so as to align the second reticle in the Z-direction prior to the sequential exposure; therefore the angle of first 
reticle with the projection vector and the angle of the second reticle with the projection vector becomes equal. 
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
